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CHARGES GANGSTERS 
COLLECTED FROM HIN 


Bankrupt East St. Louis Grocer 
Declares St. Louis Gunmen 
Levied Tribute. 


Ben Shatzman, wholesale gro- 
cer of 101 South Fourth street, 
East St. Louis, adjudged bankrupt 
by involuntary proceedings Feb. 
18, lists his debts at $163,035 and 
his assets at $73,240, in a statement 
of finances filed yesterday in Fed- 
eral Court at East st. Louis. 

At the time his creditors took 
action against him, Shatzman told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that his 
losses, in part, were the result of 
having to pay tribute to St. Louis 
gangsters Who were preying upon 
East Side bootleggers. Shatzman 
sold large quantities of corn sugar. 

“I quit dealing in sugar two 
n.onths ago, so I don’t see them any 
more,” he said. He refused to say 
how much he had paid the gang- 
sters, 

sight months ago Shatzman 
complained to an East St. Louis 
city official that\three armed gang- 
sters had visited his place of busi- 
ness and demanded $200, 
him they knew he was selling su- 
gar to bootleggers and he would 
have to pay or they would seize 
his trucks. 

He related that he 
with them and offered to lend 
them $200. They accepted his of- 
fer and one of the men signed the 
note for $200. The signer is not 
listed among Shatzman’s debtors.

Edward B. Pryor, Executor, 
Tells of John F. Woodson’s 
Peculiarities. 


Idiosyncrasies of John F. Wood« 
son, 91 years old, an attorney, whe 
died Feb. 2, 1926, leaving two wilis 
and an $185,000 estate, were re- 
lated today in a will contest before 


a jury in Circuit Judge Hogan's 
Court. 

Woodson was of strong mind and 
body, but he declined after the 
death of his third wife in 1918, it 
was testified by Edward B. Pryor, 
president of the State National 
Bank, executor and trustee under 
both wills. Woodson, in his last 
three years, quarreled with his 
housekeeper over the expense of 
sending his clothes out to be laun- 
dered, and even went so far in his 
economy as to withhold his hand- 
kerchiefs from the laundry bundle 
and wash them himself, 

He grew careless in dress, but 
refused to buy new apparel, cone 
tending he was “dressed good 
renough to go anywhere,” Pryor 
continued. He also let his hair and 
beard grow, to avold the expense 
of b«rbering. 

After his death, it was discovered 
ke had feft two wills, one made 
in 1921 and the other in 1925. A 
witness to the latter document re- 
fused to swear Woodson was men- 
tally competent at the time, so Pro- 
bate Judge Holtcamp rejected ‘: 
and ordered the 1921 will probated, 
An appeal from the decision was 
taken by Woodson's half-sister, 
Mrs. Fannie Withers of Berkeley, 
Cal., who would inherit more un- 
der the second will than under the.

Copy of ‘‘Official Mandate” 
Telling of the Coming of 
‘‘a New Civic Messiah 
From Hoosier Manger.” 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 7. — A 
“new civic messiah” will be born 
“in the manger of the hoosier bal- 


lot box,’”’ members of the Ku Klux 
Klan were informed in an “offi- 
cial mandate” in 1923, according to 
depositions taken by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Arthur L. Gilllom yesterday 
in his effort to oust the Klan from 
Indiana. 

Orion Norcross of Muncie, a for- 
mer Klan officer, told Gilliom the 
“official mandate” signed by Mil- 


peared in the Oct. 6, 1923 edition 
of the Fiery Cross, official Klan 
paper. Norcross was one of four 
persons who told Gilliom of el- 
leged efforts of the Klan to gain 
political power in Indiana and 
elsewhere. The Attorney General 
said depositions of other Klan 
members would be taken later. 


Text of “Official Mandate.” 

“The national importance of the 
political influerice of the Klan is 
being watched throughout the na- 
tion,” it was related in the alleged 
“mandate,” a copy of which was 
submitted to Gilliom. “That a new 
civic Messiah will be born in the 
manger of the Hoosier ballot box 
is recognized: This has all been 
made possible and a successful 
carrying out of the Klan program 
throughout the Nation depends on 
two things: First upon the proper 
100 per cent functioning of every 
organization in Indiana and by 
carrying out that influence, that 
message and that inspiration 
throughout Klandom through the 
Fiery Cross. 

“Therefore the destinies of the 
world, the next President of tha 
United States, the next Governor 
of Indiana, the next prosecuting 
attorney and judge in every county 
down to the constable in ‘Podunk 
township’ hinge on Indiana, the 
model Klan of America and the 
Fiery Cross. 

Who the “Messiah” was, 
cross never learned, he said.

Television in London 


Studio—One Recognizes Fiancee. 


By the Associated Press. 

S. S. BERENGARIA, March 7.— 
Ship has been linked to shore for 
the first time by television. 

Spectators aboard the Cunard 
liner Berengaria in mid-Atlantic 
last night saw persons appear be- 
fore the transmitting apparatus in 
a London studio. They saw the 
subjects move and in one case the 
image that came across the At- 
lantic was recognized. 

The test lasted for two hours 
and at times the vision from Lon- 
don was stated to be remarkably 
clear. 

The receiving apparatus of the 
televisor aboard the Berengaria 
was in charge of Capt..0O. G. 
Hutchinson, managing director of 
the Baird Television Development 
Co., London. The persons whose 
images were sent by télewision ap- 
peared before the transmitting ap- 
paratus in the. London studio of 
the Baird Company. The televi- 
sion used was only slightly differ- 
ent from that used on Feb. 8 when 
in a darkened cellar in Hartsdale, 
N. Y., spectators saw a man and 
woman in the London studio. 

Operator Recognizes Fiancee. 

On the screen of the receiving 
apparatus aboard tue ship ap- 
peared the image of Miss Dora 
Selvey, fiancee of Chief Radio Op- 


erator Stanley Brown of the Ber- 
engaria who was present at the 
tests. Brown recognized Miss Sel- 
vey when she first appeared on 
the screen by the characteristic 
way she has of arranging her hair. 
Recognition was established be- 
yond a doubt when spectators saw 
her turn so as to display her pro- 
file. 

Brown, at whose request Miss 
Selvey was invited to appear be- 
fore the transmitter 
said it was the most thrilling ex- 
perience he had encountered. 
Didn’t Interfere With Ship’s Radio. 

The television tests did not in- 
terfere with operation of the ship’s 
radio which continued as usual 
during the period. 

Capt. Hutchinson said the dem- 
onstration was rather a rushed af- 
fair as it was only. decided upon 
®°4 hours before the Berengaria 
sailed from New York, Mareh 2, 

“Since Sunday night we have 
been installing aerials and tuntng 
in generally,” he explained. “The 
fact that we were ready in time 
for the mids-ocean test is due to 
the assistance given us by the 
ship’s officers. This is the first 
time television has been attempted 
in mid-ocean and the prospects

CAMBODIA HAS FUNERAL 
SERVICES FOR LATE KING 


Body of Sisowath, Who Died Seven 


| Months Ago, Carried in Great 


Procession. 


PNOM-PENH, CAMBODIA, 
Ffench Indo-China, March 17.— 
Picturesque religious observances 
now are in progress here in con- 
nection with the . death seven 
mmonths ago of King Sisowath. 

A jewel-studded golden urn con- 
taining the doubled-up body of the 
King, who died Aug. 9, 1927, was 
carried Friday in a great funeral 
procession from a chapel where it 
had been since his death. After 
making an imposing circult of the 
city, it was given into the custody 
of the late ruler’s son, King Moni- 
vong, until next Friday, when it 
will be burned on a funeral pyre. 

The body was placed in the urn 
immersed in mercury and aro- 
matics last August, immediately 
after the earthly farewell of the 
son who shouted in the dead 
King’s ear thrice: “May Buddha re- 
ceive you.” 

Friday's procession was the be- 
ginning of eight days’ religious ob- 
servance. The urn was placed 
atop.a pyramid-like funeral car. 
Around it marched descendants of 
the King, while before it walked 
hundreds of standard-bearers, a 
score of richly caparisoned ele- 
phants, dozens of native orchestras, 
French and native troops and all 
officials and members of the royal 
family, with a multitude of priests 
and mourners. 


U, S. REFUSES TO ACCEPT 
$5,000,000 IN SOVIET GOLD 


Treasury Rules Bullion Cannot Be 
Taken for Assay, Under 
Terms of Pmbargo. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—Five 
million dollars in gold, which the 
Soviet Government shipped to New 
York, Feb. 21, 
trade, was outlawed by the Treas- 
ury today. On the advice of the 
Department’ of Justice, the Treas- 
ury held that the gold bars could 
not be accepted for assaying with- 
out violating the embargo against 
Russian gold importations placed 
in effect in 1921, or unless the two 
banks guaranteed title to it. New 
York banks had offered the gold 
to the mint for purchase merely 
as agents of the Soviet Bank of 
Moscow and not as owners. 
While officials here are unin- 
formed as to the ultimate dispo- 
sition of the metal, now held in 
the vaults of the Chase National 
Bank and Equitable Trust Co., 
New York consignees, there are 
believed to be only two courses 
left open to the Soviet Govern- 
ment, withdrawal of the gold or 
letting it lie idle in the vaults. 
It is considered more likely that 
the first step will be taken since 
the gold, now valueless, is caus- 
ing a loss to the Soviet of about 
$700 a day in interest. This now 
amounts to more than $10,000.

Although 
members of the committee had 
voted unanimously against the in- 
sertion of a fixed adjournment 
date, they were told they must in- 
clude it, if they wanted to obtain 
a vote on the measure. 

New Amendments Offered. 

Yesterday witnessed the appear- 
ance of a whole new crop of 
amendments. One of them would 
lengthen the terms of Congressmen 
from two years to four years. Re- 
gardless of the merits or demerits 
of this proposal, it appears to be 
wholly foreign to the proposed 
amendment, and undoubtedly will 
cause the rejection of the amend- 
ment, if included. 

Moreover, it is shrewdly calcu- 
lated to draw support in the House, 
a large majority of whose members 
would like to have their terms ex- 
tended to dour years.

years back. Lam aware of the fact that 
as @ composer he was somewhat of an 
“in and outer.” But if musical genius 
consists of conveying a message to others 
by means of musical utterance, then this 
composition is surely worthy of @ high 
place among musical writings, for the 
message of this symphony is clear and 
unmistakable. It is directed primarily at 
that type of mind which, unable to take 
the world at its face value, thinks and 
feels deeply, cannot shrug its shoulders 
at life, and feels impelled to protest at its 
futility and the general order of things. 
Truly, this composition was not 
written for grown-up children, although 
ene does not have to be a philosophical 
adult to enjoy it. — 

This is the point for most of us. That 
it is better to listen to a composition 
which may have a few faults, but which 
one can readily overlook for the sake of 
beauty as a whole, rather than to sit

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
ATTRIBUTED 10 MILK 


Disease , Comes From Cows 
Eating Jimson-Weed, Says 
Dr. Marsh Pitzman. 


Poisons in the milk of cows 
which had eaten the jimson weed 
were advanced as the cause of in- 
fantile paralysis, after a year and 
a half of observation and experi. 
ments at Washington University 
School of Medicine, by Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman last night, in an address 
before-the St. Louls Medical So- 
ciety, 

In many communities the disease 

is among the most destructive of 
life, according to physiciays. Those 
who recover ..frequently are in- 
capicitated by a*permanent paraly- 
sis. It is a wide-spread factor in 
the crippled children problem 
which is absorbing much of the at- 
tention of modern science and 
philanthropy. 
Dr. FPitz- 
man remarked, was that the disease 
is caused by an ultra microscopic 
virus, He cited that faith haa 
weakened in it since it was worked 
out about 15 years ago by one of 
the large research institutions, and 
inat some doubt was being cast 
even on the idea that the disease 
was at all infectious. 

He cited that the irregular lines 
on which the disease spreads had 
been one of the most mystifying 
factors to explain by contagion. 
He had found no case in the litera- 
ture of the last 50 years, however, 
which could not be explained by 
the theory of a common 
rather than contagion from case 
to case, and in some epidemics the 
only characteristic which  distin-

Previously, he said, milk had 
been suspected in epidemics of in- 
fantile paralysis, but had been 
scrutized for bacteria or animal 
poisons, and not vegetable poisons. 
He estimated the effects of vari- 
ous poisons if transmitted through 
milk, and by a process of elimina- 
tion, arrived at atropin. This drug 
produces @ fever, as in the disease, 
and stimulates respiration, from 
which he judged that an overdose 
might paralyze the breathing ap- 


of death in infantile paralysis. 
Atropin in Jimson Weed. 
Ahropin, he knew, was common 
in jimson weed. It is said that 
backwoods beauties used the juice 
of the weed to darken the eyes by 
the Known dilating properties of 
the drug. And he also knew that 
jimson weed was a common growth 
in cow pastures, starting up in the 
spring before other vegetation was 
up, and remaining in the hot dry 
weather after other plants had 
withered. Here was another link, 
for the disease was most prevalent 
early in the spring and again in 
the hot late summer. 


From 2a chemical concern he 
learned that the leaves of the 
weed contained not only a high per- 
centage of atropin, but a consider- 
able amount of another alkaloid 
closely akin to it, hyoscine. This 
drug was one of varying or largely 
undetermined effects, and he had 
heard rumors, he remarked, that 
in some cases paralysis had fol- 
lowed overdoses of it. 

Tells of Experiments. 

Obtaining the two alkaloids in 
the exact proportions in which 
they are found in the leaves of the 
weeds, he began a series of experi- 
ments with cats and dogs at the 
university medical school. The 
animals refused to touch milk con- 
taminated with the mixture, but in- 
jections under the skin produced 
the characteristic brief fever and 
temporary paralysis, progressing 
through the upper and lower limbs 
to the breathing apparatus, very 
much like the progress of the dis- 
ease in man.

difference,” he said. “There was 
no permanent paralysis. When | 
the animals recovered, they recov- | 
ered completely. | 

“I would account for that by the | 
theory that the poison is a epeci- | 
fic for human beings, just as the | 
animal poison of yellow fever af- | 
fects men and not animals. Several | 


hundred times as great a dose in | 


proportion to weight was required | 
to produce the temporary effect 
in the animals. 

“The specific effect for man 
would be in the destruction of 
cells, which produces the perma- 
nent paralysis. Such nerve de-' 
struction is produced by wood al- 
cohol and rabies, 
any number of examples of pol- 
sons which are specific for man 
and not for animals. The mix- 
ture of atropin and hyoscine also 
appears to have no effect what- 
ever on cows and other herbivora.” 

Attention to the source of milk 
was the preventive measure suUg- 
gested by his hypothesis, he said, 
but his advice to the laity would 
be to consult the family physician 
and follow his advice. His work 
might be checked, he said, by 
closer observation of milk supply 
in future cases. 

“It probably is not an accident,” 
he said, “that &t Louis is virtu- 
ally free of the disease, while in 
New York it is one of the most

ITTLE BILL JOHNSTON, who 
prior to the coming of Til- 
den was in a class by himself 
in the tennis world, has scarce- 
ly been mentioned since he col- 
lapsed like a folding hat rack, in 
last vear’s Davis Cup play.

But he is not. He will play 
in the National championships 
this year and will try for the 
Davis Cup team again, under 
certain conditions.

“Johnston realizes now that 
his preparation on grass last 
year for the Davis Cup match- 
es was entirely too brief, on 
account of the rainy season. 
He will train differently this 
year.”

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The reference to the Davis 
Cup play “in San Francisco” is 
translated to mean that the Cali- 
fornia district is endeavoring to 
obtain one of the American Zone 
matches, and is using Johnston 
as bait. 

Johnston is quite equal to cop- 
ing with almost any player in 
the world when brought up to 
tournament pitch properly. He 
played only one tournament on 
grass, prior to his Davis Cup ap - 
pearance last year.

A COMMON mistake in hair bobbing is to choose some cut that happens 

to be fashionable, whether it is becoming or not. The woman in Fig- 
ure 1 is thin and has a long neck. The hair brushed straight back and 
cut into a point exposes the contours too sharply and makes the neck 
longer. Figure 2 shows a swirl bob, which is equally smart and gives an 
effect of width. Figure 3 shows a short wide neck with a straight line 
across the back which is made by using the clippers or by shaving. This 


type looks much better with the hair cut into a point and dressed close 
to the sides.
